The work is best done by a clip:
ping machine. They are easier for
an smateur Lo use than hand shears,
making closer clips with fewer culs
inta the “skin, Hold the clippers
close to the skin, as they areé easier
to operate and second cuts lower Lthe
value of the wool. A good hand
power machine costs from $12 to 815
IFhis iz a muchine which i
few nelghbors can own co-gperatively.
The method to pursue can hardly he
discussed here, other than to  say,
draw the skin tight, hold the sheop
in such a position that she cannot
struggle, and if you have a power
machine, follow the outline in the
guide which usually accompanies it,
While the County Agent has had but
little &perience in ghearing, he s
glad to demonstrate what he knows,

Keep the fleece in a single piece,
Lay it on a clean table with the
sheared side down. Throw out all
tags, and other foreign mateiial cas-
iy removed, Gather in all outer
edges and roll so ag to keep these to
the center of the bunch., Roll in
such a way us to expose only the
freshly cut wool, Tie the Heece se-
curely in all directions with wool or
paper twine., Use plenty of it as it
15 chespe: than wool and sells for the
same price, besides keeping the clip
in & more uttractive manner, Never
use binder twine for tying wool, ns
huyers seriously discriminnte aguinst
this because of the pieces which get
into the wool, and are woven with il
but which will not take dye.

Sack at once and, unless to be soon
wold, store in a rensonably dry place,
a8 excessive maoisture is very detri
mentul. Rats and mice bother con-
sidersble.  When kept for a,consid-
erable length of time, wool loses
conwiderable in weight.
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LINSEED MEAL FORR PlIGS
{From Farm Bureasu News.)

Tankage has hecome so hard to get
that it often becomes necessary Lo
et some substitute or do without,
With that in mind, we will give «
summary of several experiments in
the use of linseed menl,

At the Indiann station these two
concentrates were compared ns supple-
ments to corn meal in three tests on
an average of 67 days with 43 pigs
averaging 104 Ibs, in weight. Since
tankage contains twice as much di-
gestllﬁo protein as linseed on'y halfl
a8 much was used nn of the latter
feed,

Lot 1 received 6 by, of corn and
04 Ibs, of tankage, on which there
wis & dally gain of 1.6 by, with n to-
tal gain of 9 Ihs,

Lots 2, had 6.5 lbs, of corn und 0.6
Ibs lingeed meal, which made o daily
gain of 1.6 by, and a total guin  of
A9 ke, With tankage, 381 lbs, of
feed were required for o 100 1h, gain,
while withg the linseed meal 394 1bs.
were required, While it will gener-
ally be Tound that tankage will give
cheaper gaing than linseed meal, yet,
when it cannot be secured, good re-
sults will follow the feeding «f lin-
seed meal,

The value of linseed meal as asup-
plement to corn was compared with
wheat middlings at the Missouri stn-
tlon. The pigs in lot 1 were fed 20
Ibs, of linkeed menl with each. 100
Ibs, of corn, and made un average
daily gnin of 14 1bs,  With this ra-
tion it required 445 1bs, of feed for
100 1bs, of gain,

Lot 2 received a ration of half
corn and hall whest middlings,
Thelr duily gain was 1 1b. and 4t
took 602 1bs, of the mixture for 100
Ihs, of gnin.

Lot 8, had o ration of B0 1hs, wheat
middlings with 100 Ibs, of corn,
Thelr daily gaing were 1 1b, and H18
Iby, of feed were required for 100
Ihe, of gain,

The feeding of ns heavy a ration
